REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE EXAMINATION OF 
MASTERS AND MATES. 


CHAPTER I. 


. 


GENERAL RULES. . 

J. Authority for Regutations.—These regulations are issued in ptrsuance of Act 
1 of 1859, as amended by Act V of 1883. 

By sections 9 and 10 of that Act provision is made for holding examinations for the 
grant of certificates of competency and power is given to the Local Gqvernment with the 
sanction of the Governor-General of India in Council to make rules for the conduct of 
such examinations and the qualifications of the applicants. 

. In accordange with section 13.of the same Ast no foreign-going ship* or homeé-trade 
ship” of a burden exceeding 400 tons is allowed to go to sea from any port in India, uniesg 
“the master and one officer besides tag, master have obtained and possess valid and appro- 
priate certificates either of competency or service under that Act or under the Merchant 
hipping Act, 1894, and whoever, having been engaged to serve as Master or Mate, goes to 
sea as afore: aid as such Master or Mate, without being at the-time entitled to and posses- mn 
sed of such a certificate, and whoever employs any person us such Master or Mate without 
ascertaining that he is at the time entitled to and possessed of such certificate is, for each’ 
such offence, liabte to a penalty of Rs. 500. 7 ; 

2. Time and place of examinations.—Thbe times and places at which examina- 

tions are held are shown in Appendix A, ‘ 


3. How’to apply.—Candidates for examination must fill up a form of application 
(Form Exn. 2.) at the Port Office: The form, properly filled in, together with the - 
andi testimonials and discharges, must be lodged with the Port Officer, Calcutta, 
not later than the day before the day of examination ; and the candidate must conform to 
any regulations in this respect which may be laid down by the Local Government.
